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Cougars  Seek  Ute 
Scalps  In  Battle

Excedrin  headaches  are  forecast  for  the  football  pollsters  given  the 
dubious  honor  of  picking  the  winner  in  Saturday’s  renewal  of  the 
annual  BYU-versus-Utah  grudge  match  at  Ute  Stadium. 

Cougar  and  Redskin  gridders  alike  are  chomping  at  the  bit  for  victory 
following  heartbreaking  losses  last  week,  but  the  fact  that  Saturday  is 
Homecoming  at  Uteville  tips  the  scales  in  favor  of  Utah  by  a 10-point 
margin,  according  to  an  Americana  Features  Poll. 

Revenge  will  play  an  important  factor  in  the  1 :30  p.m.  head-knocker, 
as  BYU  has  been  victorious  in  the  last  three  encounters  with  the  Utes. 

Some  18  Redskin  seniors  have  never 
tasted  victory  in  the  annual  grid  war 
against  the  Mountain  Cats,  including 
their  time  spent  as  Freshmen. 

BYU’s  pass  defense  will  meet  its 
toughest  test  of  the  football  season  in 
the  person  of  ace  receiver  Loiais 
“speedy”  Thomas,  who  surpassed 
Wyoming’s  Gene  Huey  last  week  for 
the  top  spot  among  conference 
receivers. 

Thomas  has  been  on  the  receiving 
end  of  32  Redskin  passes  for  a total  of 
588  yards  and  four  touchdowns. 

Sophomore  quarterback  Rick  Jones, 
playing  in  his  first  varsity  game  for  the 
Cougars,  was  a bright  spot  in  the 
Cougars’  loss  to  UTEP  last  Saturday. 
Jones  was  given  the  starting  nod  by 
Coach  Tommy  Hudspeth  as  the  Cougar 
signalcaller  and  went  all  the  way 
against  the  Miners,  passing  for  135 
yards  and  one  touchdown,  adding  59 
yards  rushing. 

Tom  Hudspeth,  the  amiable  Cougar 
head  mentor  lamented  the 
fourth-quarter  onslaught  by  the  Miner 
offense  that  turned  a 25-3  deficit  into 
a 31-25  victory  during  the  last  nine 
minutes  of  play.  Saturday’s  loss  leaves 
BYU  with  a 1-4  season  record,  three 
consecutive  conference  losses  and  a 
yearning  to  return  to  the  win  side  of 
the  ledger  against  the  Utes.

Mr.  Skousen  joined  the  BYU  faculty 
in  1956  and  took  a leave  of  absence  to 
serve  as  Chief  of  Police  in  Salt  Lake.  In 
1960  he  became  the  editorial  director 
of  “Law  and  Order,’’  the  leading 
professional  law  enforcement  magazine 
in  the  United  States.

On  his  own  candidacy,  Gen.  LeMay 
says  he  was  somewhat  reluctant  to 
accept  the  offer  made  by  George 
Wallace.  “When  Governor  Wallace  first 
asked  me  to  join  him  as  his  vice 
presidential  nominee,  I declined,”  said 
LeMay. 

He  added,  however,  that,  “I  reflected 
on  my  decision  and  it  occurred  to  me 
that  my  response  to  Governor  Wallace 
in  his  fight  had  been  the  same  as  the 
response  I had  received  from  some  of 
those  I had  talked  with  about  the 
matter  of  Vietnam.  So,  I decided  to 
join  him  in  this  fight  and  eagerly 
dedicate  myself  to  proving  his 
judgement  in  my  selection  as  a running 
mate.” 

Of  Governor  Wallace,  LeMay  has  the 
highest  opinion.  “A  very  careful  study 
of  his  record,  his  speeches  and  public 
statements  and  personal  discussion  of 
the  major  issues  with  him  have  proven 


to  me  that  his  every  actipn 
predicated  on  a desire  to  serve  tli 
United  States  of  America.” 

The  General  continues,  saying  thi 
Wallace,  “is  the  only  candidate  wh 
has  been  talking  like  an  American.  H 
is  the  only  one  who  has  stood  up  fc 
things  necessary  to  change  th 
conditions  in  this  country.  He  is  th 
only  one  who  has  spoken  ou 
forthrightly  on  the  issues  and  ha 
expressed  willingness  to  take  th 
necessary  steps  to  win  the  war  i 
Vietnam  on  honorable  conditions.” 

Of  himself,  Gen.  LeMay  says,  “Neve 
have  I been  able  to  turn  my  bad 
completely  on  the  tender  and  trivial 
Sometimes  when  younger  I felt  this  t< 
be  a weakness  within  myself,  but  no 
any  longer.

Convention.) 

NEW  YORK-Over  1700  editors  and  advisors  of  college  newspapers 
from  43  states  have  stormed  this  city  to  discuss  the  role  of  student 
newspapers. 

There  is  some  talk  that  the  Associated  Collegiate  Press  might  try  to 
unify  the  purpose  of  the  student  newspaper— but  that  sort  of  idealism 
won’t  materialize  at  this  conference. 

Thursday’s  opening  session  resembled  the  introduction  of  a prize 
fight:  “In  this  corner  are  the  radicals  and  in  the  opposite  the 
conservatives.  Tomorrow  we’ll  shake  hands  and  come  out  fighting. 

Looking  at  the  agenda  for  the  next  two  days,  a few  of  the  sessions 
certainly  have  drawing  appeal.  These  are  the  controversial  topics: 
“Myth  of  Self-Censorship,”  “Student  Power  in  the  Student  Press,”  “An 
Editor  Faces  Student  Power,”  “The  Free  Student  Press-a  Fictional 
Reality,”  and  “The  Revolt  of  Youth.”  College  professors  and 
professional  journalists  will  lead  the  sessions;  they  (the  sessions)  should 
be  wild. 

Outside  of  the  Waldorf-Astoria  Hotel  things  ate  equally  as  restless. 
Teachers  ate  refusing  to  end  their  two-month  strike  for  higher  wages. 
This  is  probably  the  only  city  where  “back  to  school”  sales  ate  still  on. 
RADICALS  AT  LARGE 

It  is  amazing  how  many  student  editors  think  a college  newspaper 
should  be  a “voice  against  the  establishment,”  and  begin  their  campaign 
with  blunders  and  lack  of  candor,  throwing  names  at  the 
administrators-or  else  they  consider  themselves  to  be  the  avant-garde 
of  society,  who  have  given  up  democracy  and  seek  revolution  to  satisfy 
their  feelings  of  deprivation.  There  are  students  at  this  conference  who 
share  these  philosophies. 

But  on  the  brighter  side,  there  are  a majority  who  maintain  social 
responsibility  in  their  reporting.  There  are  those  who  seek  change;  yes, 
they  seek  it,  but  through  a democratic  process  whereby  representatives 
of  the  sturients  and  admirristrators  counsel  together  to  settle  their 
differences. 

This  way  the  administrators  listen  to  students  and  act  through  the 
authority  granted  them  by  the  board  of  trustees.  The  students,  but  not 
being  over-zealous  in  their  request,  can  legitimately  speak  out  for  their 
basic  rights  and  personal  convictions. 

A student  newspaper  can  have  a positive  editorial  page  of  its  own 
choosing-constructive  both  in  criticism  and  praise.  This  philosophy 
isn’t  too  idealistic— but  can  be  exemplified  even  by  students,  who, 
because  of  their  studies  spend  only  a few  hours  a day  at  their  tasks. 

The  conference  should  be  beneficial  because  it  gives  editors  a chance 
to  exchange  notes  and  ideas  about  running  a newspaper.  It  can  act  as  a 
catalyst  for  news  ideas  to  spread  and  it  just  might  have  the  right 
atmosphere  to  slow  the  extreme  left-wing  editors  down. 

At  least  they  will  see  they  are  representative  of  only  the  minority.

When  she  opened  it  she  was 
greeted  with  a blunt  “OK,  where 
is  he?”  by  the  security  guard.

Then  he  proceeded  to  search 
the  apartment.  He  looked  in 
closets,  behind  doors  and  then 
proceeded  to  search  our  room.  He 
entered  without  knocking  and, 
using  a flashlight,  searched  every 
corner  of  the  room.  It  was 
embarrassing  to  us  all,  and  could 
have  been  more  awkward  had  we 
been  in  various  stages  of  undress. 

A friend  of  ours  talked  later  to 
the  owner  of  our  apartment 
complex  and  he  assured  us  that 
any  such  action  was  not 
authorized  by  him.  He  stressed 
that  no  security  guard  was 
authorized  to  search  at  all,  and 
that  all  such  investigations,  if 
necessary,  were  to  be  done  by  the 
senior  resident  or  the  landlord.

level.  The  Scorpion  would  have  been 
crushed  like  an  eggshell  long  before 
sinking  to  such  depths. 

The  submarine,  with  99  officers  and 
men  aboard,  was  last  heard  from  in  a 
radio  message  May  21  when  it  was 
about  250  miles  south  of  the  Azores  en 
route  to  Norfolk,  Va.,  after  a tour  of 
duty  in  the  Mediterranean. 

Navy  officers  said  the  position  where 
the  remains  were  located  is  some  30 
miles  closer  to  Norfolk  on  the 
Scorpion’s  planned  route.  They 
calculated  that,  at  an  assumed  cruising 
speed  of  6 knots,  the  Scorpion  would 
have  been  at  that  position  perhaps  20 
hours  after  the  last  radio  contact. 

The  discovery  dismisses  the 
possibility  that  the  Scorpion  might 
have  hit  an  underwater  ridge,  or 
seamount,  officers  said,  because  there 
are  no  such  ridges  Jutting  up  from  the 
ocean  bottom  in  the  area  where  the 
pieces  of  the  Scorpion  were 
photographed. 

The  Navy  said  the  Mizar  is  remaining 
on  the  scene  in  an  effort  to  locate  and 
photograph  additional  parts  of 
Scorpion’s  hull.

WASHINGTON  (AP)  - President 
Johnson  apparently  has  received  a 
reluctant  okay  from  his  Vietnam 
commander  for  a bombing  halt  but  not 
t he  assurances  he  deems  necessary 
from  Hanoi. 

Johnson’s  public  position  is  that  he 
will  end  the  air  attacks  on  North 
Vietnam  provided  this  leads  quickly  to 
serious  peace  talks  and  the  Reds  do  not 
take  military  advantage  of  the  U.S. 
restraint. 

Again  during  the  day,  the  White 
House  and  other  administration 
agencies  involved  in  the  secret 
negotiations  over  a possible  bombing 
halt  kept  a tight  silence  except  for 
repeating  there  has  been  no 
breakthrough  yet. 

But  speculation  continued  to  run 
high  in  Washington  and  other  capitals 
that  a Johnson  decision  is  imminent. 

Informants  here  said  Gen.  Creighton 
W.  Abrams,  Jr.,  the  U.S.  commander 
hurriedly  summoned  from  Saigon  to 


meet  with  Johnson  last  Tuesday,  had 
advised  the  President  he  could  live  with 
a bombing  halt  if  the  enemy  continues 
the  cunent  lull  in  the  fighting. 

Abrams’s  position-about  the  same 
as  held  by  U.S.  military  leaders  in  the 
past-also  implied  that  if  the  enemy 
takes  advantage  of  the  bombing  stop  to 
muster  major  new  offensives,  Abrams 
would  expect  resumption  of  the  air 
raids. 

In  Saigon,  the  just-returned  Abrams 
had  no  comment  on  his  White  House 
discussion  but  aides  said  privately  they 
doubt  he  would  accept  a bombing  halt 
without  assurances  that  security  of  his 
men  would  not  be  jeopardized.

“I  think  the  police  ought  to  be 
allowed  to  enforce  the  law.  I think 
they  have  to  be  allowed  to  use 
whatever  methods  are  necessary  to 
prevent  the  breakdown  of  law  and 
order.  And  then  if  it  does  break  down, 
they  ought  to  be  allowed  to  use 
whatever  measures  are  necessary  to 
stop  it. 

“We’ve  used  every  other  method  of 
trying  to  stop  disorder.  We  passed 
every  piece  of  legislation  advocated  by 
the  militants  and  otherwise.  It  seems 
that  every  bill  that  is  passed  and  every 
law  that  you’ve  enacted,  we  then  have 
additional  disorders  in  the  streets.  I 
think  we’ve  tried  every  other  method 
but  that  of  letting  the  police  enforce 
the  law. 

“I  think  my  election  as  president  is 
going  to  be  a moral  boost  to  the 
policemen  and  law  enforcement 
officials.  And  it  is  going  to  put  some 
backbone  in  the  backs  of  mayors  and 
governors ...  and  in  the  backs  of 
members  of  Congress  . . . because  they 
really  feel  like  we  felt  in  our  hearts 
about  stopping  all  this  nonsense,  but 
they  didn’t  think  it  was  politically 
expedient. 

“The  police  have  been  trained  how 
to  stop  looting  and  rioting  and  arson. 
Just  let  them  use  the  tactics  that 
they’ve  been  taught  to  use  in  the  past 
but  are  not  allowed  to  use  now  because 
the  politicians  in  charge  of  the  police 
in  many  instances  are  afraid  it’s  going 
to  affect  them  politically.”

BYU  opponents  of  gun  control 
legislation  are  not  disheartened  by  the 
recent  enactment  of  legislation 
prohibiting  the  mail  order  sale  of  rifles. 

A petition  signed  by  scores  of  BYU 
jtudents  urging  congressmen  to  oppose 
the  registration  of  guns  and  the 
'icensing  of  their  owners  was  sent  to 
A'ashington,  D.C. 

One  of  various  such  petitions  being 
;irculated  throughout  the  country  by 
idvocates  of  the  right  of  citizens  to 
ceep  and  bear  arms  without 
jovernmental  infringement,  the 
ampus  petition  contained  1,020 
lames. 

YAIP  SPONSORS 

Initiated  by  the  “Right  to  Bear 
Arms  Committee”  of  the  Independent 
American  Party  in  Nevada  and 
:ponsored  at  BYU  by  the  Young 
American  Independent  Party,  the 
petition  was  circulated  principally  by 
;he  pro-George  Wallace  group  on 
campus. 

Did  the  signatures  have  a 
significant  effect  on  the  legislators? 

“We  think  the  great  amount  of 
signatures  obtained  around  the  country 
had  much  to  do  with  the  fact  that  the 
proposal  by  President  Johnson  for 
re^stration  of  all  guns  and  licensing  of 
owners  was  not  passed  by  Congress,” 
said  Joel  Hansen,  chairman  of  the 
Young  American  Independent  Party  of 
BYU. 

Opponents  of  governmental  gun 
control  claim  constitutional  support. 

“In  view  of  the  breakdown  of  law 
md  order  in  our  country  and  with  mob 
violence  becoming  so  prevalent,  we  feel 
that  the  right  of  a private  citizen  to 
own  firearms  is  more  important  now 
•Jian  ever,”  stated  Hansen.  “Without 
tlrearms  the  ability  of  a citizen  to 
orotect  his  home  and  family  is 
curtailed.” 

He  declared  that  Wallace  is  the 
only  presidential  candidate  who  has 
taken  a stand  against  gun  control 

“We  feel  as  Wallace  does,  that 
vhen  guns  are  outlawed,  only  outlaws 
will  have  guns.  Outlaws  don’t  obey 
other  laws-why  should  they  obey  this 
one?”

A nationwide  survey  conducted 
three  weeks  in  advance  of  the  Nov.  5 
election  by  touring  teams  of  political 
reporters  of  “U.S.  News  and  World 
Report”  shows  that  Republican 
nominee  Richard  M.  Nixon  has  the 
commanding  lead  in  the  presidential 
race. 

To  win  the  presidency,  a candidate 
must  have  270  of  the  538  electoral 
votes.  The  survey  showed  Richard 
Nixon  to  have  391  votes,  Hubert 
Humphrey,  32  votes,  and  George 
Wallace,  53  votes. 

The  survey  also  indicated  that 
Nixon  is  leading  in  five  states, 
including  most  of  the  states  with  the 
largest  blocks  of  electoral  votes-New 
York,  California,  Pennsylvania,  Illinois, 
Ohio,  Texas  and  New  Jersey. 

George  Wallace,  the  American 
Independent  Party  candidate,  is 
carrying  six  Southern  states-Alabama, 
Arkansas,  Georgia,  Louisiana, 
Mississippi  and  South  Carolina.

Speed  Kills

Following  the  loss  to  Wyoming  in  the  last  few  seconds,  grumbling  was 
heard  on  campus  about  the  porous  Cougar  pass  defense.  When  the  Cats 
were  unable  to  hold  a 22-point  lead  in  the  last  10  minutes  against 
UTEP,  allowing  the  Miners  to  complete  an  incredible  17  of  24  passes 
for  304  yards  and  three  touchdowns  during  that  short  span,  the 
grumbling  became  far  more  audible. 

“We  gave  up,”  condemned  the  less  astute.  “We  knew  what  they  were 
going  to  do,  yet  we  did  nothing  to  stop  them,”  cried  others.  The 
majority  of  students  were  simply  dumbfounded  that  such  a thing  could 
happen  once;  but  that  it  happened  again  seemed  unforgiveable. 

Feeling  some  of  these  same  pangs  of  frustration  myself,  I thought  it 
would  be  a good  idea  to  sit  down  with  Dick  Felt,  the  man  in  charge  of 
this  particular  department  of  Cougar  football  and  get  some  straight 
answers. 

IMPRESSIVE  CREDENTIALS 

To  begin  with,  Dick  Felt  comes  to  Cougarland  with  impressive 
credentials  to  coach  the  defensive  backfield.  He  was  all-conference  for 
the  Cats,  way  back  in  the  early  ’50s.  From  there  he  joined  the  Air 
Force  and  played  service  ball  for  several  years. 

Dick  then  graduated  to  the  pros  and  played  with  the  New  York 
Titans  (now  Jets)  and  the  Boston  Patriots  of  the  American  Football 
League- from  its  inception  in  1960  until  1966.  It  was  at  that  time  that 
Cougar  head  man  Tommy  Hudspeth  talked  Dick  into  trading  in  his 
helmet  for  a notepad  and  returning  to  his  alma  mater. 

“I  don’t  feel  like  we  should  apolo^ze  to  anybody  about  the  way  we 
have  played  this  year,”  began  the  Cougar  coach.  “When  Wyoming  and 
El  Paso  beat  us  it  was  not  because  of  our  mental  mistakes  but  because 
of  their  great  execution.” 

“It  was  simply  a case  of  them  being  able  to  run  faster  than  us  and  a 
quarterback  who  could  put  the  ball  right  on  the  money.”  Felt’s  point  is 
documented  by  the  films  which  show  that  in  no  case  was  there  a mixup 
in  coverage  or  a defensive  man  being  badly  fooled  by  a fake. 

SPEED  KILLS 

“We  just  didn’t  have  anybody  who  could  match  the  speech  thrown  at 
us  by  Huey  of  the  Cowboys  or  Murphy  of  the  Miners.  Couple  that  with 
the  perfect,  and  I mean  flawless,  execution  they  made  of  their  plays 
and  you  have  exactly  what  happened.” 

“You’ve  got  to  credit  Dawson  (the  UTEP  quarterback),  especially.  He 
played  as  perfect  as  I have  ever  seen  a quarterback  play  for  10 
minutes.” 

The  stats  also  back  this  up  as  Dawson  set  a new  one  game  passing 
record  of  some  sorts  when  he  passed  for  304  yards  in  one  quarter.  Had 
he  started  and  averaged  what  he  did  in  the  fourth  quarter,  he  would 
have  ended  the  game  with  a fantastic  1,216  yards  in  passing  yardage. 

DIFFICULT  SPOT 

“People  don’t  stop  to  realize,”  continued  Felt,  “that  with  possibly 
the  quarterback  being  the  only  exception,  there  is  no  more  difficult 
spot  to  play  on  a football  team  than  that  of  a defensive  back.” 

“You  can  make  a mistake  on  the  line  or  in  the  offensive  backfield 
and  there  is  generally  somebody  else  there  to  cover  for  you,  but  not  so 
as  a pass  defender.  If  you  make  one  mistake,  you  get  burned  in  a 
hurry.” 

“The  Miners  played  it  extremely  smart,  too,”  he  continued.  “They 
spread  our  defense  with  a double  wing  set  and  then  kept  the  tight  end 
on  the  line  to  block.” 

“Then  they  would  run  their  four  split  men  on  deep  patterns  and  run 
the  fullback  out  of  the  backfield  into  the  flat.  This  would  leave  only  a 
linel)acker  to  cover  him  on  a one-to-one  basis.  In  this  way  they  used  the 
sidelines  effectively  to  preserve  the  clock  as  well  as  gaining  the 
necessary  yardage.” 

PRIDE 

In  spite  of  our  14  record  so  far  this  season  we  have  reason  to  be 
really  proud  of  our  football  team.  Their  record  is  not  as  glittering  as  in 
years  past  but  luck,  a word  revered  by  coaches,  doesn’t  seem  to  be  our 
long  suit. 

But  like  a woman,  luck  is  fickle.  Just  as  we  have  been  without  it  the 
first  half  of  the  season,  so  could  the  table  be  reversed  the  last  half.  For 
those  who  know,  a 64  record  for  this  season  could  be  more  than  hope.

Tired  Of  Deer  Stew? 
Try  Different  Recipes

COOKING  WILD  GAME-PHEASANT  HUNTING 


Wild  game  can  taste  great!  Tender 
sweet  and  sour  venison,  juicy 
southern-fried  cottontaiL  roast  duck 
with  dumplings  or  butter-basted,  baked 
pheasant-any  gourmet  would  be 
excited.  If  that  venison  stew  has  lost  its 
excitement,  these  ideas  may  help. 

The  extra  half-minute  it  takes  to 
field-dress  a duck,  pheasant  or  rabbit 
will  remove  most  sources  of  meat 
bitterness,  and  allow  it  to  cool  quickly. 

REMOVE  FAT 

Nothing  will  make  venison  taste 
stronger  than  to  cook  it  with  all  of  the 
fat  still  on.  Remove  all  fat  from  the 
meat  before  you  soak  it.  Deerburger  is 
often  inedible  due  to  the  amount  of  fat 
ground  into  the  meat.  Adding  beef  suet 
to  the  deerburger  helps-sometimes. 

After  the  fat  has  been  removed, 
soaking  the  venison  for  several  hours  in 
a water-vinegai-and-salt  solution  helps 
draw  out  the  blood  and  wild  taste.  Use 
a couple  of  gallons  of  water  with  a 
tablespoon  of  vinegar  and  a heaping 
teaspoonful  of  salt. 

Once  the  meat  has  soaked,  it  must  be 
thoroughly  rinsed. 

LIKE  CHICKEN 

Just  as  there  are  many  recipes  for 
beef  and  chicken,  wild  game  recipes 
number  in  the  hundreds.  Some  recipes 
are  very  fancy,  but  many  others  are 
quite  simple  


Your  favorite  chicken  recipes  can  be 
used  with  rabbit,  pheasant,  quaiL 
grouse  and  many  small  game  animals. 
The  meat  of  small  game  is  often  lean, 
so  cook  it  accordingly. 

Venison  can  be  cooked  like  beef, 
except  over-cooking  of  venison  causes 
it  to  be  tough. 

The  Utah  Fish  and  Game 
Department,  located  at  J76  Center  in 
Provo,  has  two  excellent  pamphlet-size 
cookbooks  with  many  good 
lecipes-especially  for  venison.  The 
department  will  be  glad  to  give  anyone 
copies  of  both  pamphlets. 

Another  good  place  to  find  lots  of 
excellent  recipes  for  game  is  the 
“Readers’  Guide  to  Periodical 
Literature.”  Under  the  heading 
“cookery”-  there  is  a subheading, 
“game.” 

Most  sports  magazines  also  print 
game  cookbooks. 

PHEASANT  SEASON 

At  eight  o’clock  Saturday  morning 
the  fields  of  central  Utah  will  be  filled 
with  shotgunners  trying  to  get  a cock 
pheasant  or  two. 

It  would  be  good  to  remember  that 
only  the  long-tailed,  brightly  colored 
cock  is  legal  game.  The  slightly 
shorter-tailed,  gray-brown  colored 
female  is  strictly  off  limits!  There  is  a 
three-cock  bag  limit  per  day.

The  color  rendition  is 
becoming  so  faithful  that 
everyone  takes  for  granted 
colors  will  be  good. 

The  only  thing  that  costs 
more  today  is  quality.  Please 
pay  the  difference,  and  get 
the  best.
